To  construct,  improve  and  maintain,  and  to  con- 
tribute towards  the  construction,  improvement  and 
maintenance  of  dams,  reservoirs,  water-courses,  trails, 
roads,  bridges  and  other  works  and  contrivances,  as 
may  be  calculated  to  assist  any  of  the  objects  of  the 
Company : 

(e. ) To  own  and  operate  stores,  and  carry  on  the 
business  of  general  storekeepers,  and  to  buy,  sell, 
manufacture  and  deal  in  commercial  commodities  of 
every  nature  and  kind  whatsoever : 

(/•)  To  build,  equip,  maintain,  operate,  buy,  lease 
or  bond  railroads,  tramways,  ferries  or  other  means  of 
transportation  necessary  or  expedient  in  the  interests 
of  the  Company : 

((/■)  To  enter  into  any  arrangement  for  the  sharing 
of  interests  or  profits,  union  of  interests,  co-operation, 
joint  venture,  reciprocal  concessions  or  otherwise,  with 
any  company,  firm  or  person  engaged  in,  or  about  to 
be  engaged  in,  any  business  or  transaction  capable  of 
being  conducted  so  as  to  directly  or  indirectly  benefit
